A Friend to Farmers. 

([The water should be heated about half 
way to the boiling point before the pan of 
milk is set in it—and the heat should be 
kept up to the same or about the same 
degree, while the milk pan is in it. If the 
milk pan be of tin, it may be filled two 
thirds full of milk and will float iu the water 
safely-—But if of pewter or other heavy 
ware it will sink, if the pan be half full— 
In the latter caae therefore the vessels 
containing the hot water should be just large 
enough to receive the pewter basin, the 
water coming between the side of the basin 
and the vessel, and yet Ihe top of the con¬ 
taining vessel catching the ledge of the top 
of the milk basin, and thus preventing it 
from sinking—We doubt whether the pro- 
cess ol separating the cream from the 
milk is completed when the milk has been 
in the hot water for 30 minutes—This may 
be about the right time for the milk panto 
remain in the hot water—it ought to re¬ 
main in long enough for the milk to be well 
wanned; but it should then be carefully set
